_ THE, NRW GAMRLING LAW. | 

His Excellency, the Officer Administering the 
Government, spoke of the new Bill as follows:—

” reading I.would ke to make a few observa- 


tlons with: regard lo s matter which for 
‘some months. past has occupied my attention. 
Hon, members will recollect that during the early 
part of this yerr a question was'put In the House 
of Commons as to whether the number of gam- 
bling-houses In Hongkong was not .ircreasing. 
The Secretary of State wrote a despatch for- 
warding a copy’ of the question that 
putand asking me to forward any observations 1 
desired to make on the sublect: Before I recelved 
ithe despatch this question of gambling had 
come under my notice, and I had already given it 
n good deal of consideration, I theréfore, 
in replying to the Secretary of State’s despatch, 
informed him that the matter had already come 
before me, and that I hoped before long to 
Introduce a measure before the Leglslative 
‘Council which I trusted might do something 
towards suppressing the very Iatge amount of 
. gambling which undoubtedly exists ‘{n this 
colony. “1 was mot prepared to inform him, 
in the absence of any statistics showing that the 
' number of gambllug-houses bad {ocroased of 
“Inteythat such might or might not be the case. 
Thad no such information before me as would 
enable me to give the necessary information, but 
Told him that-whether the number of gambling 
. horses had of Inte increased, or not, gambling was 
certainly carrled on to avery great extent, and in 
my opinion the extent to which it was carrled on 
was detrimental to the community at large. 
‘Subsequent to this I bad occasion to oxamine 
many’ papers connected with this matter, and I 
found from these papers that ever sinte the year’ 
1883, or perhaps even’ before, enquiries were 
+ made, commissions appointed, Bills drawn up, 
and the mattar brought prominently before the 
Government, yet nothing bad been effected up to 
the'present day. The. question {s undoubtedly 
" t larpe one, and although to a certaln extent 
willing to agree with the arguments adduced to- 
day by the bon, member who represents: the 
Chinese community (Hon“to Kal), that we can- 
not altogether adopt the English taws or those 
of nny other cotintry in this colony, on the other 
hand I do not go: to the extent of saying that 
because we happen to be In. particular colon 
we cannot, have recourse to those laws whic! 
have been found effectual 'in England and in 
the adjacent colonies. I therefore took the 
trouble to examine the laws which exist In 
England nnd: also those which exist in the 
Straits Settlements, and I brought the matter 
before the Executive Council in'order that a 
measure should not be brought forward In this 
Council without having received every consldera- | 
* tlon, and that the Government might be advised 
as to what [s'\the proper course to pursus, . As 
regards the olservations of the on, member, 
‘that this Ordinance will incredse the powers of. 
the police for rood,or evil, I quite admit that an 
Ordinance of this'desciiption does incroase the 
. powers of the poltce, It 1s almost. {aipossible to 
- Introduce alaw of thls kind without dolag go, 
Wherever a law makes it penal to do a certain 
act, those who have to discover whether that 
_ actis done or not must necessarily have laid’ 
upon them larger powers than they were en- 
trusted with before, It may be that in some cases 
the Police hnve not acted with that discretion 
which they might have done, but ft must be borne 
in mind, as observed by the Colonial Secretary, 
that the police have very difficult duties to per- 
form, and {fin excess of zeal they have some- 
times gone further than they should have: déne, 


~ + it-must be borne in mind what difficultles' they 


have to’ encounter {n carrying out the orders 
placed upon them by the Magistrate. The hon. 
‘member has also mentioned that thts Bill was 
' very differant to what was expected by the 
Chinese community, I 4m notin @ position to 
-know altogether what sort of a Bill was 
expected by them, ‘but from. the obser- 
vations made by ‘the hon, member it appears 
they expected a Bill which ‘would effect cer- 
tain cases more than other cases, or in other 
words that certain clubs could be registered for 
the purpose of, | will not say gembling, but at 
. ‘pil events for the carrying on of games al chance. 
It seems to me to attempt that would be golng 
dangerously far, In a law of this description we 
must endeavour to avold class legislation; so to 
speak, as'much as possible, and. make the

The reason 
that this Bill ls brought forward is that gambling 
has done, and [s dolog, a great deal of harm here., 
The gambling that goes‘on here and elsewhere, 
‘Lam persuaded, has the effect of tniing away a 
good deal of moncy which might be more 
advantageously’ spent for the, geod ‘of the 
cocamnuite here. ‘The Government have no 
idea in tevigthe forward this Bill or, dolig any- 
thing except what {¢ for the real good of the cam- 
munity at large. “There is no: object in making 
this aGovernment.question, The memsureis sub- 
mitted for the good of the colony anc is one on 
which I am sure official: members will be glad to 
receive any suggestion from the unofficial mem- 
bers. There were two alternatives bef re the 
Government.. One was to bring in whathas not 
been improperly termed a drastic measure, one 
whose provisions should be so severe that if 
properly worked they would create a con- 
alderable change in’ the amount of gambling 
that pocs on here; and the ‘other alterna- 
tive-wasto amend, to some small extent, the: 
different Ordinances’ we already’ have here. . 
The only iden of the Government was to put: 
acheck on what I cannot: help considering an 
evil, Ofthe two alternatives for the consider- 
tlom of the Government the fitst one wasadopted 
the proper one to. adopt. Certain observa, 
ns were made by the hon. member to the 
effect that Chinese who may desire to carry on 
Feapectable clubs will be prevented from doing 
so under this Ordinance, or will be subject to 
raids by the police. I think if .hon. members 
will take the trouble toread the different sections 
of the Bill, particularly rections 3 and 12, they 
will find that such arguments are not altogether 
applicable to this Bill. I desire to make these 
few observations because, as I have already

. THE BANKRUPTCY AMENDMENT BILL. 

The Acting Attorney-General in moving the 
second reading of the new Bankruptcy Ordinance 
said, the want of a now Ordinance relating to 
reer matters in Hongkong had been felt 
for some time, not so much at the present time 
perhaps as it was some year. or fifteen months” 
ago, but the same circumstances may occur 
again, and ft was thought advisable to place 
before this Council a new Bankruptcy Ordinance. 
‘The Bill, which he now moved the second read- 
ing of was based on the English Bankruptcy Act 
of.of 1885. ‘Since it had‘ been ‘printed certain 
changes had been made in that Act by’ the 
Bankruptcy Amendment Act of 1890, and when 
{t, came: for consideratlon in committee it 
was possible the Councll may wish to introduce 
some of the, changes.. He then explained 
the subject of the various clauses fn, the 
Bill,‘ and was followed by His Excellency 
who said he suggested to the Attorney-General 
that asthe Bill would require great considera- 
tion In {ts details, it might be well to rafer it to 
the Law Committee, and a motion to’ that effect 
would he left over until the next meating of the 
Council.

“AN IMPOSING: AND IMPRESSIVE CEREMONY. 


ci ( From our Special Correspondent. ) 
: ‘TOKYO, November 29th. 


All Japan was.on'the tiptoe of expectation 
‘to-day, for hefore the suv set H.LM. the 
Emperor would ‘have declared the Imperial 
Diet open, snil Japan .would have changed 
mill ‘despotism. lor -popular’ representative 
governtnent. «It is. now nearly two years 
since. the promulgation of the Constitution, 
From that any, ever memorable jn the history 
of Japan, onward to the present, public expecta- 
tion has been fastened.on, and public interest 
centred In, the Diet. While yct ft was 
in the abstract a ‘thing of promise but not 
then of compleiion, men vicwed the risin, 
structure which was to. be its home with 
more than ordinary interest, repesenting ‘as 
it did. a vast and novel force in the govern- 
ment of the country, It was ‘hot the skill of 
the archilect' which {mterested them, or the 
materials with which it was bullded which 
engrossed them: it was that of which it was ao 
symbol—a practically free Gevernment, 

And so it has come'to pass thht the Diet has 
been in all men's mouths. July ist of this year 
sow Japan's first “appeal to the coustry.” For 
the first tim= during the two thousand odd years. 
over which the wiitten history ofthis land fs 
stated to extend, the people were ealled tspon to 
vote for a popular assembly, and they were able 
to look forward to having, from. thenceforward, 
a voice in their own national and private affatrs, 
Even as the Emperor of these realms boasts’ 
of a descent wnbrokes for ages eternal, 
so'we hope that the Imperial Dict which was 
opencd amid such impressive ceremonies ta-day 
can look forward to. a life stretching as ‘far 
intothe mists of futurity as dothe ancestors 
of {is giver into the mists of the paat.’ Its 
birth has been peacaful from the commence. 
ment. ‘True, it was at the Declaration of the 
Constitution that its advent was first definitely. 
promised, and that event was marred’ by the 
assassination of Viscount Bor], but that event, 
lamentable as it was, has since been shown to 
have been entirely devoid .of sny political 
slpnificance. The general elections passed off 
with singular cumneys and the peaceful and 
ordeily procecdings in the capital to-day were 
another joyful augury of « heppy and prosperous 
future. Of the hundreds and thousands in the 
capital who hailed the event which the booming 
of cannon announced had occurred, with joyous 
{eclings, not unmingled ‘with patriotic pride, 
Count Ito, the father of the Constlution, ‘must 
have expetiencedthe greatest gratification, For 
ashe was the chief framer of the Constitution, 
so must he be regarded as primarily responsible 


' forthe Diet, and tribute paid to him accordingly, 


_ All day Friday (the 28th) the streets of 
the capital were gay withmany ,decorations, 
for several of the ‘merchants had been 
making ‘holiday since “Thursday. Lanterns 
alternating with the: national flag hung 
out from every house, The new Parliamen- 
tary buildings, however, which were to be 
so great a centre of atiraction today, were on | 
Friday conspicuous by an absence of any ex- 
ternal adornment, not that their native beauty 
places them above such artificial aid, for a plainer 
structure it would be difficult to choose, How- 
ever, ‘they’ were new, and they represented a 
great principle, and all day ‘yesterday crowds 
hung about outside the main entrance and gazed" 
aimlessly at the prounds within. A perfect army | 
of police swarmed in and about the buildings’ 
and approaches therefo, and none but the Aaut 
bon of afficialdom: were allowed inside.’ And 
hero we-may remark that the buildings being of

The chamber {s lighted in the day-tline by sky- 
lights; the, glass of which, however, has been 
covered with: thin white Japanese paper hy 
which the volume’of. light is materially reduced. 
With the bright'sun of: Japan this may not, 
perhaps, be a mistake. There was certainly 
plenty of Jight to-day, although the weather was 
vary glaomy. For artificial light a magniGcent 
candelabra of, we should say, So electric lights, 
hangs from the ceiling, while there. are numerous 
electric light brackets projecting fram the front of 
the galleries. Both galleries and floor arecovered’ 
:pallerics. Both gallerics and floor arecoyered 
with heavy carpets which denden ‘all sound. 
The members of the Piess were accommodated 
In a gallery to the left of the Emperor's room 
just a lithe ‘bebind the President's seat, the 
portion reserved. for’ them being marked’ Afes- 
sisurs les Fournalistes.”

At about twenty minutes past nine a great smell 
of incenso pervaded’ the chamber, and this con- 
tinued in n greater or less degree all the morning. 
By ten o'clock allthe galleries were well filled, ' 
the'two boxes alloticd to the staffs of the various 
legations, the Empress’s box and the body of 
the chamber alone being empty. Even.on so 
august an occasion asthis the detectlye camera 
was not absent, on¢ had been placed between a 
curtain and a pillar almost opposite to the 
Imperial box, At half-past "ten there appeared 
to be only some dozen foreigners in the House, : 
which was then full, and where all those whom 
the official programme stated were entitled to be 
present were to go was a mystery. A very con- 
siderable number must have stayed away, which 
seems hardly probable, or-the lists may have 
been revised, which appears friore possible, for at, 
no time were any of a galleries uncomfortably 
fall, ‘Just at’ this tile the sound of trumpets 
without set people on the gu vive, but it was 
only adetachiient of troops marching by, and 
conversation was continued in low tones,- The 
wait was now becoming atrifle tedious, dthough 
no onc had asked us. to attend so carly.

President, the whole company remaining stand. 
ing. At this’time, too, the various Forelga 
Ministers with thelr staffs took up the places in 
thegallery allottedtothem, for they alto had- 
been in attendance upon his Majesty, Among 
the glitter presented by the uniforms of the 
Corps Diplomatique the plain dress suit of the 
American representative was as conspicuous as’ 
itis at State fanctions.in Berlin, London, Paris, 
or Vienna. Several of the members of the 
Lower, House stalked in with heads covered, 
the novelty ofthe situation no doubt producing 
forgetfulness,’ Each member was in ordinary 
evening dress, nor was there one who had had 
the temerity toappear in Aakama, as many had 
threatened. Some may have essayed to do so 
and been turned back by the chamberlains and 
doorkeepers, for. .not one penetrated so 
adorned into the Holy of Holies. One missed, 
indeed, that staunch member of the. old 
nobility. who still’ clings- to. the Japanese 
dress and mac-gomd (top-knot).
